
Weekly Soccer's Rules and Regulations 

1 ) You must be present at 6:45 pm (almost 20 minutes before kick off) in order to 

form the teams. 

2 ) Anyone who arrives late won’t get a chance to play except in the case where a 

team is a player short. 

3 ) Indoor shoes are mandatory in accordance with the community church’s rules. 

Not obliging will result in your banning from that particular week’s soccer 
meet. 

4 ) The referee will be assigned by the team waiting outside 

5 ) You are not allowed to object to the referee 

6 ) Any objections to the referee will result in a yellow card 

7 ) In the case of having 2 yellow cards, the player will be sent off for 3 minutes 

8 ) Deliberate roughness will result in the player’s sending off for the whole game. 

9 ) Any fights, continuous objections, unwilling to leave the court when instructed to 

or not following the rules will result in the player's sending off and banning 
from playing the next week or at under the basis of the ESU's decisions. 

10) Sliding tackles are not allowed. Yellow card is given after the first warning 

11) Scoring from behind the mid-line is not counted. 



If 4 teams were formed ( 24-28 players ): 

• Total of 6-7 players: 5 players (+ Goalie) on the court + 1 sub 

• Two teams, decided by a draw, will start playing the first game 

• The two other teams will play the second game 

• Third game: winner of the first game vs. winner of second game 

• Fourth game: winner of third game vs. loser of the first game 

• The winner will then play with the team that hasn’t played for 2 matches 

• After that, the winner stays on 

• Incase of a tie, two teams are out 

• Winner plays the team that played the least 

• Winner stays on 

If 3 teams were formed ( 18-21 players ): 

• Total of 6-7 players: 5 players (+ Goalie) on the court + 1 sub 

• Two teams, decided by a draw, will start playing the first game 

• Winner stays on 

• Incase of a tie, move to penalty shoot-outs 

• Max of 3 penalties 

Otherwise, the winner is decided by a draw 

• Because a number of past participants have graduated, we will have a pre-game 

registration from Tuesday (5:30pm) to Thursday (11:55pm). The minimum 
must be 15 players otherwise no game will be scheduled. 

• Transportation will be provided for those in need. Contact a board member 2-3 

hours before starting time. 

• From now on, the time and the day of the soccer meet won’t change for the rest 

of the semester unless there is a previously notified event held at the church. 

• If there is an event, the timing would probably change from (7-9 pm) to (9-11 

pm). Otherwise, we will announce the cancellation in advance.
